lation reducing taxes, but the re- 
publicans, who controlled the legisla- 
tive branches of the government, -re- 
fused to do so, notwithstanding that 
the democratic members of the ways 
and means committee urged such leg 
islation. Both branches of the sixty- 
seventh congress were overwhelming- 
ly republican, and President Harding, 
a republican, was the chief execu- 
tive, but practically nothing was done 
during this congress to reduce taxes 
or repeal any of the nuisance taxes. 

“Late last fall, Secretary of the 
Treysury Mellon came out advocating 
tax reduction, and, in all the history 
of the government, there has never 
been such a prepaganda as the one 
now sweeping the country urging that 
the Mellon plan for tax reduction be 
enacted into iaw. The thousands of 
splendid people urging congress to en- 
act this law know very little of Mr. 
Meilon’s plan which is contained in 
a bill of 341 pages. The plan con- 
tains many excellent suggestions, and 
such suggestions will have the hearti- 
est support and approval of the dem- 
vcrats in congress. Many of the fea- 
tures of the Mellon plan show par- 
tiality to those taxpayers possessing 
very large incomes and do not make 
an equitable distribution of taxes as 
between those with small incomes and 
those with large ones. The demo- 
cratic pagty has always believed that 
the cardinal rule for taxation is that 
taxes should be levied according to 
the ability of the taxpayer to pay. 
Two Schools of Thought. 


“In our country there are two 
schuols of thought as to fiscal] legis- 
lation, the democratic party represent- 
ing one and the reyublican party the 
othes. The Mellon plan was prepared 
by Mr. Mellon and a number of re- 
pubiicans; the democrats were exclud- 
ed from meeting with them, and the 
first time we ever saw the so-called 
‘Mellon’ plen was on December 19, 
and long before this all democrati¢ 
senators and members had received 
many letters and telegrams urging 
thera to support the Mellon plan. 

“Under the constitution of the Unit- 
ed States a’ tax matters must origi- 
nate in the house of representatives, 
and, if the representatives of the peo- 
ple are to accept without considera- 
tion or modification legislation pro- 
posed by the republican secretary of 
the treasury, it seems to me the con- 
stitution should be amended and cuon- 
gress abolished, thereby saving to the 
taxpayers the expense of the sala- 
ries of the people's chosen represent- 
ativcs. The democratic representa- 
tives in congress are going to per- 
form the duty entrusted to them by 
the people and the constitution of the 
United States and give careful, con- 
sideration to any bill submitted to 
imposing billions of dollars of 
The demo- 
cratic party has always been the par- 
ty the masses of the people and its 
representatives in congress have pre- 
pared amendments to the Mellon plan 
which, in our judgment, are more 
equitable and just and will give the 
greatest relief from tax burdens to 
those who are !'ess able to bear them.” 


Points Out Differences 
“Let me point out some of the dif- 
ferences between the democratic and 
the Mellon plan: 


“The Mellon plan proposes to re- 
duce the four per cent normal tax on 
the first four thousand dollars of tax- 
able income to three per cent, and to 
reduce the eight per cent tax on tax- 
able incomes from four to ten thou- 
sand to six per cent. The Mellon plan 
allows an exemption to a single per- 
son of one thousand dollars and to a 
married person without dependents 
of two thousand. The democratic plan 
proposes to reduce the normal tax en 
the first five thousand dollars of tax- 
able incomes to two per cent instead 
of three as proposed by the Mellon 
plan, and to reduce the tax on the 
next five thousand dollars of income 
from six per cent as proposed by the 
Mellon plan to four per cent. 

“The Mellon plan starts sur-taxes 
at ten thousand, while the democratic 
plan commences sur-taxes at twelve 
thousand. The democratic plan in- 
creases the exemption to a single per- 
son to two thousand instead of one, 
and to a married person to three thous 
sand instead of two. 

‘The Mellon plan proposes to re- 
peal only the special tax levied on ad- 
missions to theater and picture shows, 

“Can it be that this is the reason 
that in all the picture houses and the- 
aters of the country, publicity is being 
given the Mellon plan, and citizens 
are being urged to write their con- 
gressinen requesting that they vote for 
the Mellon plan? The democrats are 
opposed to the retention of any of 
these nuisance war taxes and we be- 
lieve that congress should give as 
much consideration to the repeal of 
the taxes on promissory notes, tele- 
graph and telephone messages, sales 
taxes on candy, jewelry, ammunition. 
brokers’ fees, and similar taxes as 
is given to theater and picture show 
admission taxes. 

Would Reduce Taxes. 


“The democratic plan will greatly 
reduce taxes paid by every income tax- 
payer, and, until the taxpayer's in- 
come exceeds fifty thousand dollars a 
year, the democratic plan gives him 
a greater tax reduction than the Mel- 
lon plan. After th eincome reaches 
‘ifty thousand dollars, the Mellon 
plan gives the taxpayer a greater 
reduction than the democratic plan, 
although the democratic plan gives 
taxpayers with incomes over fifty 
thousand dollars a great reduction in 
the amount of taxes he is now paying 
under the present law. 

“The democratic plan by the in- 
creased exemption will relieve between 
eight hundred thousand and a million 
taxpayers from making income tax re- 
turns. This will entail a loss of about 
forty millions of dollars a year to the 
government, but it will save the gov- 
ernment many millions of dollars in 
auditing and handling these tax re- 
turns, and it will also enable the gov- 
ernment to give prompter considera- 
tion to those tax returns bringing in 
large sums of money, thus saving the 
taxpayer the annoyance of long delay 
hefore his tax return is andited and 
his tax matter is definitely settled 
with the government. 

“The Mellon plan makes a differ- 
ence in the tax rate on unearned and 
earned incomes, and the democrats 
thoroughly approve of this suggestion. 
As a matter of fact, the democratic 
ways and means comittee suggested 
it when we were in power, but the 
treasury department said it was un- 
workable. Mr. Mellon proposes to 
eonfine this special benefit of tax re- 
duction on earned incomes to persons 
drawing salaries and professional men 
such as doctors, lawyers, etc. The 
democratic plan proposes to give the 
farmers and small! trades people. who 
certainly earn their income, the bene- 
fit of the tax reduction for earned in- 
comes, for their income is as much 
earned .as that of lawyers, doctors, or 
salaried people. The enlargement of

While Europe Buys Cotton 
American Mills Take Less 


(From Manufacturers’ Record.) 


Proof that European spinners were 
quicker to sense the world’s éotton 
famine than American spinners is 
again shown in the continued heavy 
exports of cotton which for the week 
ended December 21 amounted to 
257,572 bales, or more than double 
the exports for the previous week and 
nearly double the amount shipped the 
corresponding week of 1922. 


From August 1 to December 21 
cotton exports amounted to 3,070,- 
944 bales or a gain of 364,000 bales 
compared with the same time last 
year. In confrast with these heavy 
exports to Europe is the decrease in 
the takings by southern’ spinners 
from August 1 to December 21 of 
304,000 bales and the decrease in 
the takings of northern spinners dur- 
ing the same period of 193,000 baies. 


Thus while European spinners have 
already taken 364,000 bales more 


than for the same time last year 
American spinners have taken 497.,- 
000 bales less. Indeed the total tak- 
ings of northern and southern spin- 
ners is only slightly in excess of the 
amount exported, 

The export figures show how 
eagerly European spinners got into 
the market ahead of American spin- 
ners. Much of this cotton was bought 
by Europeans at 10 to 12 cents a 
pound less than the present price 
and they probably still have a large 
amount of cotton bought months ago 


for shipment later on in the season. 
We are moving forward steadily to 
inevitable cotton famine. Many

HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


THE PRICE OF INNOCENCE, 

A boy reader writes: 

_ While talking with a very good 
friend a good many years older than 
l am the subject of change of biood 
came up. In the last year or so my 
bived has taken a sudden change and 
the result is that my face hag become 
full of pimples and blotches, Within 
the last few weeks certain people have 
advised ww. . 

What certain people advised this 
hoy is too shameful to print, though 
it 18 a common enough evil, which 
thrives on the misinformation that 
exists under the name of innocence. 
I have had many letters from young 
persons who are exposed to the same 
vicious instruction which this boy is 
getting thanks to the unconcern of par- 
ents about the proper education of 
children upon this most sacred side 
of life. I can’t print such letters be- 
cause they are confidential and be- 
cause they are not suitable for publi- 
cation, but I tell you they convey 
messages which would give any oue 
With the faintest instinct of humanity 
in him a shudder. 

As have quoted here on a pre- 
vious occasion, the studies of the Unit- 
ed States public health service officers, 
when a brave fefort was made during 
the war to break the conspiracy of 
silence, indicated that the average 
age at which boys receive their first 
sex impressions, too often through vi- 
cious sources( is 91-2 years, but alas, 
the average age at which boys receive 
their first sex instruction from whole- 
some or proper sources is 15 1-2 years, 
Six years too late. That is the par- 
ents’ fault. — 

The wisdom of giving children 
proper instruction can scarcely be 
questioned by the intelligent parent 
today. The only question is, how shall 
such instruction be given? A teacher 
must be especially trained for this 
field,. just as for mathematics or the 
sciences. A few schools are making 
a grave mistake in attempting to 
have sex instruction given by the 
regular teachers as a sort of side line, 
just as many public schools today are 
making a costly farce of physical edu- 
cation. Parents had better beware. 

When a father aoes not feel com- 
petent to enlighten his son he should 
at least see to it that some compe 
tent person should give the necessary 
instruction at least when the boy 
enters his ‘teens, and the instructor 
should be a person who can command 
the boy’s respect. A clergyman of the 
right type, particularly one who is 
athletically inchned, is a good coun- 
seller to whom to refer a boy. A 
physician who has the advantage of 
personal acquaintance with the boy 
makes an ideal adviser. A _ physical 
director in the Y can fill the bill. It 
is better for such a teacher to talk to 
the boy alone or with only a few 
boys present, not in large groups, for 
there is something about group or 
crowd psychology which interferes. 

The mother who finds herself at a 
loss how to instruct her daughter may 
well refer the girl to a good woman 
physician for a bit of friendly instruc- 
tion, one with modern education and 
‘sound knowledge of the sex. There 
should be nothing morbid in such in- 
struction. 

Pamphlets and books are all very 
well, but can never take the place of 
personal instruction by good teachers.
